the recitation. It is not really necessary that each pupil should 

. be asked a certain question, or that every question in the lesson

| ¥ mach study or explanation; but there are some topics upon 

- genes the pupils are deficient, and there is where the work 

<> shouldbe. In a recitation it is important to know where the 

% pupils are deficient, and, this being known, these topics can be 

*. explained, and the pupils can receive the benefit of the investi- 

- gations of the teacher. Any one can ask questions but every 

one is not able to tell what pupils need the most assistance, or 

what points need the most explanation. In n6 way can justice 

_ be done but by conducting a recitation in such a manner as to 

: . impart test amount of information to the pupils, and at 

the same to draw from them what information they possess 

in regard to it. Also all methods of instruction are faulty, 

th wt prevent pupils from receiving the instruction necessary to 

Ae / become good citizens. Pupils differ in ability and disposition, 

and oftentimes one is equally deserving of praise for pai tially 
performing a task, as another who performs the whole task.
